Good  Morning, 


Looks  like  El  Nino  is  finally  headed  our  way  this  evening. . . The  forecast  is  for  5 to  9 inches  of 
snow  tonight  in  the  Denver  area  and  a Blizzard  Warning  overnight  as  well  (forecast  details 
below).  If  the  stoim  comes  in  as  forecast,  I am  anticipating  that  we  will  have  unscheduled  leave 
and/or  unscheduled  tele-work  with  your  supervisors’  approval  for  tomorrow  morning  (see 
details  below).  I will  evaluate  the  conditions  tomorrow  morning  and  make  a final  decision  about 
our  operating  status;  however,  I encourage  employees  and  supervisors  to  discuss/prepare  for  the 
upcoming  weather. 


REMINDERS 


As  this  is  our  first  real  weather  event  of  the  year,  I would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  the 
Region  8 Weather  Update  emails  and  severe  weather  line  messages  do  not  constitute  blanket 
approval  to  telework.  You  MUST  have  your  supervisors’  approval  to  telework.  The  approval 
can  be  granted  the  night  before  if  you  have  sought  approval  or  within  1 hour  of  your  scheduled 
start  time  the  day  of  the  message.  Also,  if  you  want  to  take  unscheduled  leave,  you  have  to 
notify  your  supervisor  within  2 hours  of  your  normal  start  time. 


The  most  common  operating  status  message  is  as  follows:  “The  Denver  and  Golden  offices  are 
open  with  the  option  for  unscheduled  leave  without  prior  approval,  and/or  unscheduled  telework 
with  prior  approval.  All  employees  are  expected  to  report  to  work  at  their  scheduled  reporting 
time.  If  you  believe  conditions  prohibit  your  reporting  to  the  office,  you  may  take  annual  leave 
without  prior  approval  and/or  telework  with  approval,  for  all  or  part  of  the  day.  If  you  decide  to 
take  annual  leave  for  the  entire  day,  you  must  notify  your  supervisor  within  two  hours  of  your 
normal  start  time.  If  you  would  like  to  telework,  you  must  request  approval  from  your 
supervisor  within  one  hour  of  your  normal  start  time.  Please  change  your  voice  mail  greeting  to 
reflect  your  availability.”

FORECAST 


Tonight 

A chance  of  rain  and  snow  before  7pm,  then  snow.  The  snow  could  be  heavy  at  times. 
Widespread  blowing  snow  after  11pm.  Low  around  30.  Windy,  with  a north  wind  16  to 
25  mph,  with  gusts  as  high  as  36  mph.  Chance  of  precipitation  is  90%.  New  snow 
accumulation  of  5 to  9 inches  possible.

OVER  A FOOT  OF  SNOW  ALONG  WITH  WIND  GUSTS  TO  60  MPH.  IN  AREAS 
NORTH  OF  INTERSTATE  76  THE  SNOW  WILL  BE  LIGHTER. ..BUT  THE  STRONG 
WINDS  WILL  STILL  CAUSE  EXTENSIVE  BLOWING  AND  DRIFTING  SNOW  AND 
HAZARDOUS  DRIVING  CONDITIONS.
